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Selectmen agree 
to state ruling on 
revenue rollback 


Wilmington selectmen Tuesday 
night signed a letter of under- 
standing, agreeing to a Mass. 
Department of Revenue (DOR) 
ruling that the town must adjust 
taxes to offset the debt exclusion 
allowed for the renovation of 
Wilmington High School. The 
agreement will require the town to 
Cut its tax levy for the coming year 
by $800,000. 

The debt exclusion was voted at 
two town meetings, $6.5 million in 
1985 and $1.25 million additional 
in 1986, 

The town had applied for and 
received a 60 percent grant from 
the state School Building Assis- 
tance Bureau (S.B.A.B.) 

The Mass. DOR has ruled that 
the town should have reduced the 
amount excluded from Prop, 2 1/2 
by that 60 percent. 

Ata special selectmen's meeting 
on Tuesday night, Selectman Mi- 
chael McCoy was critical of the 
town's professional management 
for having "double-dipped". He 
called it a horrible mistake on the 
part of the town. "With all the 
professionals we have, how can this 
happen?" he said. 

Chairman Bob Cain and Select- 
man Jim Stewart explained that the 
process of applying for a state 
SBAB grant required that the town 
bond the entire,amount. If the 
grant is received, the money then is 
credited to the town on the "cherry 
sheet", 

Town Counsel Alan Altman ext 
plained that the state recap form 
which the town submits did not 
have a line for deducting the 
figure. He said that he disagreed 
that it was an illegal expenditure. 
When the figure comes back to the 
town, it is unrestricted revenue, 
not earmarked for any particular 
use, he said. 


"They (DOR) have egg on their 
face, too, if there is egg to be 
spread around," said Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski. 

He said that the matter was com- 
plicated by the matter being an 
administrative ruling. "Prop. 2 1/2 
says nothing that SBAB grants have 
to be netted out," he said. 

The nature of the ruling is that 
nearly five years after the town 
received the first grant, the rules 
have been changed. The state had 
accepted the town's figures for 
every year since then, and had only 
raised the issue when it was 
brought up in relation to another 
town. Other towns have similarly 
had their debt exemptions reduced 
by the ruling. 

The state left three options open 


to the town -- go for an override, 


sue the state, or just sign the agree- 
ment to reduce the town's tax levy. 

Chairman Bob Cain favored 
going for an override of Prop. 2 
1/2 to, in effect, re-approve what 
the voters had already approved. 
Stewart, though, was not confident 
that this move would succeed. 

The sclectmen agreed to sign the 
letter, and put off consideration of 
whether to go for-an override. 

Under the agreement, the town 
must reduce the tax levy for five 
years, totalling $3.5 million, The 
first year, FY91, would see a 
reduction of $800,000, In FY92, 
the reduction will be $765,000. 
The reductions for the successive 


“three years are $730,000, $630,- 


000 and $650,000. 

The problem for the town is that 
the correction will put even tighter 
constraints on the town budget ina 
year that is already very tight. 

In addition to the state budget 
crisis resulting in reduced local 
aid, the town has also lost a tax case 
in which Avco (Textron) was 
awarded $1.3 million.

A community service program 
geared to non-profit organizations 
in Wilmington is now under way to 
allow activities such as fund- 
raisers, classes,and scout and PAC 
meetings to be held at the Shaw- 
sheen Elementary School without 
charge. Previously, outside groups 
wishing to use one of the local 
schools at night had to pay a 
custodial fee. Thanks to a coope- 
rative effort between the public 
buildings department and the: 
Wilmington School Committee, 
non-profit organizations may now 
apply to use rooms on B level, 
including the school cafeteria and 
gymnasium, beginning March 5. 
According to Roger Lessard, 
Supt. of Public Buildings, public 
pressure on the selectmen and 
school committee forced him to 
come up with a solution which 
would be acceptable to both the 
custodial staff and the public. 
Lessard told the Town Crier 
custodians in AFL-CIO Local 1703 
went along with his suggestion 
because they are sympathetic to the 
needs of the public. 
Lessard explained, in order to 
make the idea work, he will be 
moving a night shift custodian 


school 


from another building to cover the 
Shawsheen School. In effect, it will 
just be a shifting arownd of per- 
sonnel, the superintendent said. 

"This is something that's long 
overdue," Lessard said, adding that 
"with the demands from the public 
over the last few years, I think the 
success level will be very high." 

According to School Supt. Wil- 
liam Fay, level B will be open from 
6 to 10:30 p.m, Monday through 
Friday for non-profit groups. Any 
organization wishing to use the 
building during that time must fill 
out an application at the. Public 
Buildings Department on Middle- 
sex Avenue’ Applicants should 
realize that school related activities 
will have first priority and all 
events must adhere to the school 
schedule, said Lessard. 

The community service program 
will be an ongoing one. Lessard 
said at this time there are no plans 
to expand the service into other 
schools, The Shawsheen School 
was chosen, he said, because of the 
amount of parking spaces and 
availability of the building; the fact 
that the building is handicapped 
accessible; and the fact that desk 
sizes are comfortable for adults as 
well as children. 


School committee agrees on budget cuts

In a marathon seven hour session 
on Saturday, members of the Wil- 
mington School.Committee opted 
to make sevéral changes in their 
superintendent's recommended 
budget for fiscal 1991 and, in so 
doing, brought the bottom line fi- 
gure down to $12,658,000. Supt. 
WilliamgjFay had recommended a 
budget $f $12,968,057, which re- 
presents a 2.9 percent increase over 
the operating budget for FY 1990. 

On Saturday, members voted 
their-own cuts and restored several 
positions and equivalent funds to 
the budget. None of the cuts are 
considered final until the last bud- 
get meeting. 

One of the more controversial 
cuts made over the weekend was the 
decision to cut $50,000 from the 
athletic budget. Though some 
members favored a smaller re- 
duction of $20,000, majority ruled. 
The committee said they would 
leave it up to the athletic director to 
decide how and where those cuts 
should be made. One possibility 
mentioned was the use of user fees.

There was little discussion on a 
decision to eliminate Project Enter- 
prise, the system's gifted and ta- 
lented program, from the curri- 
culum. Most members felt the 
program is not cost effective since 
it only services 98 students. The 
savings would come to $43,206. 

The committee cut the position of 
business department head ($38,- 
755) and opted to consolidate the 
business department with home 
economics, industrial arts, and oc- 
cupational education. As a result of 
this move, Wilmington will lose a 
business teacher with 21 years ex- 
perience in the system. 

Members voted to cut $27,574 
from the regular pre-school pro- 
gram and make it self-supporting. 
They also cut three teachers in the 
computer literacy program at the 
elementary level ($127,765), The 
computer labs will remain, how- 
ever, and be taken over by regular 
teachers who are now considered to 
be computer literate. 

Other cuts made were $1,000 
from the school committee account; 
$7,000 from, the telephone fund; 
$22,437 by eliminating a nurse at 
the Wildwood School; and $38,755 
by cutting a staff position in Project 
Outreach. 

Committeemen voted to restore 
some positions and funds previous- 
ly eliminated by the superintendent. 
Positions and monies restored on 
Saturday were seven kindergarten 
aides ($45,973); the reading direc- 
tor position ($55,125); $27,000 for 
substitutes at the secondary level 
(Fay had recommended all secon- 
dary subs be eliminated); and

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$57,481 for the food service 
director-and her secretary (mem- 
bers voted to take these positions 
out.of their budget and fund them. 
through a possible increase in 
school lunches next year). 

Though discussion ensued, no 
decision was reached on the fate of 
five tutors and a proposed cut of a 
fifth year foreign language teacher. 

The committee upheld the rest of 
the superintendent's recommenda- 
tions, including the elimination of 
six teachers at Wilmington High 
and funds for summer guidance, 
and curriculum improvement 
workshops. 

According to committeeman 
Shirley Callan, the board tried to 
keep direct student services and 
make cuts strictly on such factors as 
class sizes. 

"There was a real consensus about 
where the cuts would be made. We 
all came in and had basically the 
same areas to be cut," Callan said 
this week. 

She noted, as a result of both 
Fay's and the committee's proposed 
reductions, there. would be alot of

bumping of teachers in the system. 
Member Brad Jackson said his 
understanding is bumping is sort of 
a “domi mewhere.certified 
teachers are able 10 move into jobs 
left vacant by those with less sen- 
iority. 

Jackson told the Town Crier he 
deplored the fact that staff mem- 
bers would still be laid off despite 
efforts to save jobs on Saturday. 

"Alot of decisions were made Sat- 
urday we would rather not have 
made. (But) you can't spend money 
you don't have," Jackson said. He 
added that his goal is "to bring ina 
budget which is level-funded and 
fight like hell for it on the town 
meeting floor.” 

Jackson said there is a need for 
both town and school officials to 
prioritize this year, He explained 
further, though it isn't a popular 
view, some cutting back could be 
considered healthy since it forces 
his committee to look closely at 
school programs and come up with 
a more cost-effective system. 

The committee will meet again on 
February 27 in the Roman House to 
continue budget discussions.

Library grant 
in jeopardy

Members of the finance commit- 

tee were told Tuesday if they ‘go 
along with ‘the town manager's 
reduced budget of $301,562 for 
Wilmington Memorial . Library, 
one of the biggest impacts would be 
the loss of a state grant worth $14,- 
000. 
Library Director Philip Meriam 
visited the board to justify a mini- 
mum budget request of $358,000. 
He said under the town manager's 
budget he would lose two full time 
employees, 22 hours of part time 
service, book funds, and be forced 
to reduce library hours from 60 
hours to 40. He maintained a 
budget of $301,562 wouldn't allow 
his library to meet state standards 
and would be “bare survival, at 
best." On the other hand, if voters 
approve a $358,481 budget, said 
the director, he could again 
approach the current library 
operation and be eligible for state 
funds. 

The director said receipt of a 
Library Incentive Grant worth 
$14,000 in FY 1991 depends on 
the amount of money appropriated 
in the budget and on spending 15 
percent of the total expenditure on 
books. He explained the library lost 
grant monies in 1988 and 1989 
because not enough was spent on 
books. He added despite the fact 
that fincom released $5600 from 
the Reserve Fund in Janaury to pay 
for the books, the library still 
stands to lose the grant because of 
the "severe" budget reductions be- 
ing proposed. 

Fincom members were confused. 
They said it was their under- 
standing that releasing the reserve 
funds was all that was needed to 
ensure receipt of the grant. 

"I feel, personally myself, that 
the finance commitice has been had 
on this,” said fincom member Dick 
Duggan. 


Library trustee Anne Buzzell 
took the committee to task saying 
“all these things have been clear 
from the start." When fincom 
members disagreed, Buzzell point- 
ed out that the town manager knew 
about the conditions placed on the 
money and should have informed 
the committee in January. Fellow 
trustee James Banda maintained 
that “nothing was ever concealed.” 

In defending his budget, Meriam 
said if layoffs occur, it will be 
difficult to staff the library when 
someone falls ill or has to take a 
leave of absence. He said since the 
passage of Prop 21/2, the library is 
still down one position and has 
never really regained its book bud- 
get. 

“We are now back in the dark 
ages of 2 1/2 with almost 
impossible demands placed on us to 
catch up,” said the director. 

Fincom Chairman Neil Waisnor 
sympathized with Meriam's plight 
and noted that the library is usually 
one of the first department's hit in 
a budget crunch and one of the last 
departments to get funds if there is 
any excess. 

Waisnor asked the director if he 
had considered using volunteers to 
beef up the library staff or closing 
the library for a two to three week 
period in the summer, thus forcing 
employees to take an extended 
vacation without pay. Meriam said 
though volunteers currently help 
with the computers and the chil- 
dren's program, it was hard to get 
them to do the “nuts and bolts" 
work like shelving books, es- 
pecially after 3 p.m. He added 
closing the library for an extended 
period was "risky" as it could lead 
to the loss of employees of retire- 
ment age. Waisnor said these were 
some of the approaches being taken 
by other area libraries which are 
also being hit hard by fiscal pro- 
blems.

Shawsheen Tech 
votes to sue state

An announcement that $868,000 
in state aid may not be forthcoming 
in June sent shock waves among 
members of the Shawsheen Tech 
School Committee and led one 
committeeman to suggest filing a 
suit against the state. 

According to Vice Chairman Ke- 
vin Sowyrda, Supt/Director Char- 
les Lyons made the surprise an- 
nouncement at last Tuesday's board 
meeting. The school is usually enti- 
ted to two state aid checks, one in 
December and one in June. The 
Tech did receive $868,000 in De- 
cember. However, said Sowyrda, 
the second check may not come 
through June 30 because of the 
state's financial crisis. If it doesn't 
come through, the school will go 
into their FY1991 budget with 
close to a million dollar deficit, the 
vice-chairman said. 

"I think what the governor is pro- 
posing is an insult to education. 
This is the most devastating finan- 
cial situation we've faced since I've 


been on the board and we're not 
going to take it lying down," 
Sowyrda asserted. 

Tt was the vice-chairman who 
made the motion directing Lyons 
to engage their law firm, Ropes 
and Gray, in a lawsuit against the 
state if the money is not forth- 
coming. The committee unani- 
mously agreed to the motion. 
Sowyrda proposed that their 
lawyer ask other regional districts 
to join in the legal action. To date, 
Minuteman Tech has voted to join 
the action, 

Sowyrda explained that a little 
over 24 percent of the Tech budget 
comes from state aid. The pro- 
posed cut will not only impact this 
year's budget but that of the next 
fiscal year as well. Just how it will 
affect the new budget "remains to 
be seen," said Sowyrda. He said if 
the check doesn't arrive, the com- 
mittee will most likely have to put 
together a new budget package 
which could negatively affect all 
five member communities. 


Permanent substitue

members voted against any raise in 
salary, saying they couldn't take 
such action when there was so much 
uncertainty about next year's bud- 
get.

Reduced fire department 
budget could cost lives

The town manager's reduced fire 
department budget for fiscal 1991 
would not only have a "demora- 
lizing effect" on his department, 
but would place citizens’ lives in 
joepardy when there is an emer- 
gency, according to Wilmington 
Fire Chief.Dan Wandell. Wandelt 
was present at Tuesday's meeting 
of the Wilmington Finance Com- 
mittee to review his department's 
budget and budget requests. 

Town Mananger Buzz Stapczy- 
nski has recommended a reduced 
fire department budget of $1,369,- 
310 for next year. Under his 
proposal, two deputy chiefs would 
be demoted to lieutenants, two 
lieutenants would be reduced to 
firefighters, a dispatcher would be 
laid off, and three other employees 
would be retired. The net effect, 
Wandell said, would be the loss of 
four positions and a reorganization 
of his entire department. 

“Every position is vital. There 
isn't any of these I can afford to 
lose," Wandell told fincom, adding 
the town manager's proposal will 
reduce staff levels to those of the 
1970's, Wandell noted that every 
year he has pushed to add four 
more men to the department and 
every year he gets turned down. 


Lt. John Brown said the effect of 
the proposed reductions on staff 
morale is "stupendous." He claimed 
the fire department is currently 
running on a "shoestring" and any 
further cutbacks could cost in ci- 
tizen lives, 

Brown stressed that "someone is 
going to die; someone is going to 
get hurt. And there's nothing we 
can do about it." 

Lt. Joe McMahon pointed out 
cutbacks will mean the elimination 
of such things as the fire pre- 
vention program in Wilmington 
schools and the popular open house 
held at the fire station each year. 

Wandell zeroed in on a recom- 
mended $100,000 in overtime costs 
saying there was "no way" he could 
live with that figure. The chief 
explained that this year alone, 
overtime costs have come to 
$127,326 and he would be more 
comfortable if the town manager 
had budgeted at least $135,602 for 
that item. Wandell promised if 
Stapezynski's figure prevails, he 
would be back at a later date for 
more funds. 

Discussion also centered on the 
need for mobile phones in the 
chief's and deputies’ cars to assure 
privacy and better communication 
in case of an emergency; the 


Callan questions 
lack of evaluations

One member of the Wilmington 
School Committee took Supt. Wil- 
liam Fay to task last week over the 
lack of administrative evaluations 
in personnel folders. 

"T'd like to know where the docu- 
mentation is,"Dr, Shirley Callan 
told fellow members in bringing up 
the issue. 

Callan noted while teacher eva- 
luations have been done by school 
principals, the directors and other 
administrators folders were empty 
when she checked them. These eva- 
luations fall under the province of 
the superintendent of schools. 

Callan explained with staff cuts 
proposed, she couldn't eliminate 
any staff member who hasn't been 
evaluated, Callan added it would be 
"unfair" and could lead to possible 
litigation. Callan said she was par- 
ticularily concerned with elimi- 
nating the position of reading di- 
rector since this is the second time 
Fay made the proposal and she has 
yet to see an evaluation for the 
director, Brenda Horan. 

Fay told Callan he hasn't done the 
evaluations yet because he felt it 
would be unfair to review the job 
performance of hig staff without 
working with them a full year. He 
said he was also unhappy with the 
evaluation instrument and was 
completing his own format. Fay 
added he was just about ready to 
begin evaluations of his directors. 

Callan replied that any evaluation 
or comments in a folder was better

than nothing. 

Callan told the Town Crier she 
herself has found the evaluation 
process to be "very helpful” since it 
allows the person doing the review 
to be "very objective.” 

"It makes you pause and think 
about the kind of job the person has 
done," Callan said. 


Minutes policy 
changed 


The Wilmington School Commit- 
tee on Wednesday unanimously ap- 
proved changes in the way minutes 
are recorded for public record.

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Middle School 
vote expected 
in May

By the end of this school year, the 
local school committee should be 
ready to vote on adopting a middle 
school concept for Wilmington 
schools. The committee has aready 
taken a vote encouraging interme- 
diate school principals Jim Jordan 
and Michael Tikonoff to continue 
in-house meetings to implement the 
concept in the system. 

Supt. William Fay told commit- 
teemen last week he would have a 
firm recommendation for them by 
late May or early June. Interme- 
diate school faculty members have 
been meeting in small committees 
to address many of the aspects of 
the middle school concept, like 
interdisciplinary teaching, teaming, 
and scheduling models. 

At Wednesday's school board 
meeting, Jordan said the teachers 
feel on site visits to other middle 
schools would be most effective and 
there was a need for more release 
time to work on the concept. The 
principals said team teaching has 
begun on a small scale, with the 
focus on the students and their 
individual needs. 

Tikonoff explained the most cri- 
tical component for next year will 
be scheduling. To allow for more 
flexible class time, it was suggested 
there be larger blocks of time for 
prioritization of curriculum; —no 
bells to signal the end of class; anda 
block of time in each child's sche- 
dule for individual instruction. 

In a student survey given to 
junior high students in the West and 
the North schools, students said 
they appreciate teachers with a 
sense of humor as well as hands-on 
type of activities. The teachers on 
the Student Issues Committee sug- 
gested teachers reduce the amount 
of lecture type instruction; give 
more positive recognition for im- 
provement in academics, effort, 
and behavior; and give less em- 
phasis on grades and more on 
effort. 


Over 100 science projects 
submitted for fair 


More than 100 students at 
Shawsheen Tech have ‘submitted 
proposals to participate in the 
school's second annual science fair 
on Wednesday, March 14. Science 
Department Chair David Whalley 
is-delighted with the response, 
about three times the number of 
potential participants as last year. 
He attributes the increase to the 
positive results of last year's fair, 
as well as enthusiastic support and 
encouragement by the administra- 
tion. 

"Now that we've had one fair, the 
kids could talk to the participants 
from last year," Whalley said. 
"They won school jackets and 
savings bonds as prizes, learned 
something, and enjoyed the 
experience. I believe all those 
things motivated people this year." 

"The science fair is an excellent 
vehicle for students in shops to see 
how much science is involved in 
what they are doing," says Anthony 
Bazzinotti, vocational coordinator. 
"In the automotive areca, for 
example, when students work on a 
brake system, they are applying 
hydraulic principles. There are 
probably 100 examples in every 
technical area." 

Robert Cunningham, assistant 
superintendent-director says he 
supports the fair "because of the 
positive impact it can have. It not 
only allows kids to expand their 
skills, but offers them some student 
directed science. This can 
encourage their peers to participate 
and broaden their educational 
experience as well." Cunningham 
says students are given some class 
time to develop their projects. 

About two-thirds of the projects 
are being done by small groups,

a topic such as the expansion of 
water, how a”battery works, the

The Science Fair will be bigger 
this year, but Whalley says there is 
another difference.

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Frankly speaking

Next fiscal year is being planned with a great deal of 
warranted apprehension while local officials continue to 
formulate proposals and counter-proposals for surviving 
the fallout of fiscal incompetence a la Beacon Hill. 

One of the noteworthy things to occur -- or not to occur 
-- is that proposals to date have excluded the option of a 
Proposition 2 1/2 override. The only official who has even 
raised the override prospect has been the town manager 
himself. Selectmen and others have remained noticeably 
silent when it comes to additional revenues (Dukakis-speak 
for new or higher taxes), at a time when Wilmington faces 
a total deficit for next year of $1.8 million. 

The shortfall represents scheduled contractual raises for 
town employees as well as a harmful- ruling by the 
Massachusetts Department of Revenue that the town has 
committed an accounting error in its local tax process to 
the tune of $800,000. 

The recent controversy has been only vaguely explained 
to the public and in deserving of close scrutiny. Local and 
state officials have been at odds Over the issue of the 
$800,000 in reimbursement to Wilmington from the 
School Building Assistance Bureau (S.B.A.B.) for the 
renovation of the highschool. 

The Department of Revenue contends that Wilmington 
should have subtracted the $800,000 from the $7.8 million 
in debt exclusion votes for the high school renovation 
project. The state feels that voters gave approval for the 
total cost of the project minus any reimbursement that 
would come from the Commonwealth. In a nutshell, this 
would mean that local officials ---in the opinion of the 
Department of Revenue -- should have raised the tax levy 
limit by approximately $6.7 million ($7.8 million) after 
the debt exclusion votes, subtracting for the S.B.A.B. 
monies, 

So at the very moment when Wilmington, like other 
municipalities, is facing the fallout of the state budget 
crisis and a decrease in local aid, the State has ruled that the 
community must suddenly subtract $800,000 from next 
year's tax base. This state ruling is a major factor in the 
town manager's decision to propose deep cuts for next 
fiscal year, including numerous personnel demotions and 
layoffs, 

A recent agreement drafted by state officials, signed by 
selectmen Tuesday night, would allow the town to make up 
the difference df the $800,000 over a five year beginning 
Fiscal Year 1991, Nevertheless, the impact will be~ 
immediately harsh, : - 

In an interview on Tuesday, Town Manager Stapezynski 
expressed his frustration in dealing with the administrative 
decision by the revenue department, which severely 
impacts the tax rate for 1990 and the four ensuing fiscal 
years. Putting it in perspective, Stapezynski said that the 
$800,000 represents some 32 jobs or a good portion of the 
costs for next year's negotiated municipal salary raises. 

Despite the claims of some politicos, this is not the. fault 
of local management, but rather a case of the state DOR 
changing the rules almost five years after the fact, and then 
holding the town accountable for the changes. 

An underlying political factor in this story is that the 
town manager and selectmen have been subjected to unfair 
pressure by the revenue department to cut the $800,00 
from the budget. The state has refused to certify the final 
local tax rate, and has even gone so far as to freeze 

sbursement of the emergency local aid assistance 
awarded to Wilmington at the end of 1989, a check for 
over $400,000. Simply put, Wilmington has been held 
hostage over a technicality; and it would appear the state 
has own a victory in its administrative ruling at great-cost 
to local services.

I would like to reply to the article 
concerning the cost of affordable 
housing (1-14-90). 

First let me correct the statement 
that there are two affordable 
homes being built on Ohio Street. 
There is only one because the other 
lot was unacceptable to the W.H.A. 
and E.0.C.D. W.H.A. Director 
Ella Belmore said at our 2-13-90 
housing authority meeting that a 
definite site has yet to be chosen for 
the second home. 

I have told the board members 
and numerous other people that the 
Ohio Street home will provide a 
nice place for some family to live. 

I have never criticized the 
workmanship of either the 
foundation, house or purchase 
price. 

If you read more carefully the 
article concerning the site 
problems at affordable home 
(2-7-90) it dealt with just that - site 
problems. The pictures I have 
taken confirm the concems I have 
addressed. Title V (board of health 
regulations) states that you cannot 
make requirements less than 
stipulated but you can upgrade 
them. 

I found your last paragraph 
rather confusing. What homes on 
Ohio Street did the developers turn 
over to the town? To my 
knowledge the developers sold 
their homes to individual buyers 
with the exception of the one 
affordable house that will be 
purchased by the W.H.A. 

You mentioned the private 
developers can control their costs 
more efficiently than the bidding 
process because they do not have to 
comply with the prevailing wage 
law. What you did not mention is 
that private developers who build a 
specified number of affordable 
homes are allowed more density 
which in turn allows them to build 
more homes than would ordinarily 
be allowed. This in tum enables the 
private developers the opportunity 
to make a sizable profit in spite of 
selling two or more of his homes 
for less money. 

Private developers will continue 
to build affordable homes as long 
as they are allowed density 
building. 

This letter was not written to 
offend the writer ofthe article or 
anyone else, but I feli some 
clarification was needed.

The dirtiest harbor in the nation

Not something to be proud of but 
that’s the reputation of Boston 
Harbor has acquired locally an 
nationally. It even became a media 
happening in 1988 when candidate 


George Bush held a press 
conference on its polluted shores to 
decry its neglect by Dukakis 
Ironically, President Bush now 
seeks to withhold a 20 million 
dollar Federal grant designed to 
help defray the cost of the cleanup. 
So much for a "kinder and gentler 
environment!" 

For decades Boston Harbor has 
been the dumping ground for 
sewage from the Greater Boston 
area. Each day 500 million gallons 
of sewage spew into the harbor 
after receiving only minimal 
treatment that removes only 40 
percent of the wastes. In response 
to a growing public concern over 
the deterioration of the harbor's 
water quality and a Federal Court 
Order, the MWRA was created by 
the Legislature in 1985 and 
charged with reducing the 
pollution. 

The MWRA Sewerage District 
serves 43 communities, which 
represent one third of the state's 
population. It extends to 
Wilmington in the north and 


Hingham in the south, The District 
has 5,000 miles of pipes which 
collect and convey the sewage to 
existing treatment plants on Nut 
Island and Deer Island. 

The construction of the new 
treatment facilities and 
appurtenances, which are estimated 
to cost 6 billion dollars, has been 
called the biggest public works 
project in New England history. 
The anticipated completion date is 
1999 

The centerpiece of the cleanup 
Program is a “secondary” 
treatment plant on Deer Island 
which will remove 90 percent of 
the solid wastes and 70 percent of 
the toxics. With a capacity to treat 1 
billion gallons of sewage daily, it 
will be the second largest such plant 
in the U.S. The treated sewage will 
be carried from the plant by a 24 
foot tunnel 8-1/2 miles out into 
Massachusetts Bay where it will be 
dispersed. The tunnel will be bored 
through rock 400 feet below sea 
level. 

As might be expected, all this 
sewage leaves a tremendous 
amount of sludge at the treatment 
plant. Plans call for the sludge to be 
turned into fertilizer at a facility in 
Quincy. An estimated 120 tons per 
day will be produced, 


The MWRA has also developed 
regulations that limit the amount of 
toxic chemicals that industries can 
discharge into the sewers. In some 
cases, industries may have to 
pre-treat their wastes to meet the 


Stringent criteria. 

During the peak of construction 
in 1993, more than 2,000 workers 
are expected to be employed on the 
project. The MWRA and 25 
construction unions reached a 
unique agreement that will prevent 
strikes and picketing. 

Who is picking up the tab for this 
cleanup? The Federal program for 
sewage treatment is being phased 
out in 1995; President Bush 
apparently wants to pull the plug on 
Boston Harbor sooner. The state 
aid program will provide some low 
interest loans. Most of the cost, 
however, will be paid by the 43 
communities in the service area. 
Wilmington is currently assessed 
$787,000 by the MWRA. Look for 
that figure to continue to rise. 

Don't expect Boston Harbor to be 
suddenly pristine in 1999. The 
cleanup program will reduce the 
wastes going into the harbor which 
will allow natural processes to 
assimilate the years of pollution 
that have fouled the water.

Beckwith takes 
issue with insurance 
premiums increase 


State Representative Geoffrey C. 
Beckwith, who serves Reading, 
North Reading and precinct six in 
Wilmington in the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives, this week 
took issue with Insurance 
Commissioner Thomas Gailey's 
decision to drastically increase 
medex insurance premiums and 
offered his assistance to senior 
citizens affected by this proposed 
rate hike. Rep, Beckwith noted that 
if the Insurance Commissioner's 
recommendation is approved, the 
average premium for the medicare 
Supplemental insurance program 
known as medex will rise by an 
average of 66.9 percent. 

"A rate increase of this 
magnitude would deal an absolutely 
devastating financial blow to the 
many elders in our area who rely 
on medicare to pay the medical 
bills that medicare fails to cover," 
Beckwith stated. In an effort to 
reduce the recommended premium 
hike, Beckwith has joined several 
of his colleagues in the legislature 
in calling for the Attorney General 
and the Supreme Judicial Court to 
review the Insurance Commis- 
sioner's decision. 

"I hope that a reexamination of 

“the Insurance Commissioner's 
decision will succeed in moderating 
the proposed premium increase. 
We must acknowledge, however, 
that the congressional repeal of the 
Catastrophic Health Insurance Law 
makes some sort of rate hike 
inevitable," Beckwith remarked. 

Prior to the repeal of the 
Catastrophic Coverage Law in 
November of. 1989, the federal 
medicare program covered a 
substantial portion of the costs 
associated with supplemental 
insurance plans like medex. As a

result of the repeal of this statute by 
Congress, several expensive 
benefits that medicare was expected 
to cover must now be paid for 
through medex premiums. 

"The unfortunate reality is that 
the federal government's decision 
to abandon its support of medex 
makes a significant boost in medex 
rates unavoidable," observed 
Beckwith. "We must do all that we 
can, though, to insure that 
premiums do not rise any higher 
than is absolutely necessary." 

To help local elders make the best 
insurance choice possible in light of 
the rising medex costs, Rep. 
Beckwith is making available a 
brochure which the Executive 
Offices of Elder and Consumer 
Affairs have prepared on this issue.

COMING OUT ON TOP 


When a flowering houseplant sends a 
network of roots through the surface 
of potted soil, it is a clear indication 
that the plant should be repotted. The 
plant has clearly outgrown its pot. If 
this transitional period happens at an 
inconvenient time, a temporary rem- 
edy is available, Itis called “topdress- 
ing.” Itinvolves removing the toptwo 
inches of soil from the pot. Next, mix 
fresh soil with a slow-release fertil- 
izer, and add the new mixture to 
within 1/4 inch of the rim. After 
lightly tamping the new soil, add 
water. This new top dressing will 
supply anutritious cover to the house- 
plant until it can be repotted.

Derby fishing requires manners 


by Bill Conlon 

Fishing and hunting are pursuits to 
follow only in the Great Outdoors, 
in the freedom of open air. 

But some people take the freedom 
of the Great Outdoors a bit too far. 
The manners we.were taught to use 
indoors shouldn't be left at the door 
when we head out. Sadly, too many 
anglers take their freedoms literally, 
and they figure that nobody can tell 
them when they act like jerks. 

Rude and discourteous hunters are 
a curse on everyone, and they bring 
the sport down across the board. If 
you can, stop a slob today. 

But rudeness while fishing is easily 
as common, perhaps even more so, 
than slob hunters. 

In a recent ice fishing derby, one 
of the example of utter rudeness was 
to befall me. Oh, I was just tickled 
pink all day by this guy ... 

I walked onto the ice a little after 
5:30 that morning, to secure a good 
patch of ice, As I neared my favorite 
area, I noticed that some guy already 
had his holes drilled and his tip-ups 
in place, and this was before sunrise. 
Well, good for him. Must be nice to 
live on the lake, I guess. So, I kept 
walking a few yards past his furthest 
tip-up before I dropped my first 
one, and then set up shop. 

And there's the key -- my nearest 
tip-up was at least ten long paces 
from this other guy's gear. That's 30 
feet or so, a decent interval for an 
ice derby. There's only so much ice 
to go around, 

If you're out ice fishing on a quiet 
lake, with no derby underway, you 
can spread your traps from hell to 
breakfast if you'd like. You'll do a 
lot of a walking to keep such a big 
spread under control, but feel free. 
If you aren't sure how where the 
.other guy is set up, ask him, 

In a boat during open water, you 
can fish as near or as far from any 
obstacle that you'd wish. Your prop 
may suffer a bit if you aren't careful 
but nobody will mind where you go. 

But that isn't how it works during 
an ice fishing derby, or even an open 
water event. It simply isn't polite to 
spread your gear all over the lake, 
thus denying the ice to anyone else. 
A good rule of thumb is to take ten 
long paces from the nearest guy's 
tip-up, and keep that same interval 
between your own traps. There's a 
lot of anglers and only so much lake, 
sO you've got to pull in your elbows 
at the table, so to speak. 

Anyway, I set up ten good paces 
away from the other guy, and put 
my gear in a zig-zag line from shore

Such a line 
gives me good depth coverage, and

An hour before the derby the guy 
next to me comes out of his house to 
get ready for the derby, to skim the 
early ice off the holes. He warned 


me that his brother was coming out, » 


and I answered that his far side was 
wide open, and there was a plenty of 
open ice out in deeper water. 

Little did I suspect that his, brother 
was bor and raised in a drunk tank, 
or maybe a stockyard. He had those 
kind of manners. 

A mere 15 minutes before the start 
of the derby, I hear the guy next to 
me yell to shore, "It's sorta crowded 
out here," to which a reply from the 
shore was "I don't give a f*** how 
much room there is, I'll set up 
whereever the f*** I feel like.” 

I then got to watch in amazement 
as a guy with a power auger walked 
out, and began to drill holes between 
my trap and the guy next to me! And 
he drilled not one, but TWO holes in 
that small area! 

The new guy had a kid with him, 
and the kid.at least tried to protest. 
“But dad, we're too close!" Dad told 
him to shut up, with a few swears 
for emphasis. Still, the kid tried to 
be polite, but Dad stifled him. 

Without a word of a lic, I could've 
spit on his traps, without a tail wind. 

I remembered this jerk from the, 
previous year, and I knew him to be 
a gem, a true mutant. He lives on the 
water, and feels that gives him a sort 
of property right to "his" ice, (Flat 
wrong!)

All that day I kept my line snipper . 


in hand, waiting and hoping. I never 
had the chance to haul out all the line 
from his intruding tip-up, and try to 
yank his whole trap through the ice, 
but I was ready and willing. 

Open water derbies see problems 
with boat jockies who feel they can 
go anywhere, and that too is wrong. 
A decent interval for boat fishing in 
a derby means that two boats can 
cast to the same spot, with only the 
lures coming close to each other. If 
you can hit thenext boat with a cast, 
you're too close for polite fishing, 
or else he is. That isn't very nice. 

Derbies are fun to fish, whether 
ice or open water, and they can be 
profitable if you're lucky. But there 
is only so much lake to go around, 
and sharing the water is necessary. 
As the population grows, there will 
be more and more anglers, but the 
lake isn't growing. Proper manners 
are required, no matter how "free" 
you feel outdoors. Be a good sport. 

If somebody is fishing in your hot 
spot, tough luck. Find another spot, 
and trust your luck and your over- 
whelming skill to embarass him. 

But encroaching on another guy's 
spot ruins the day for him and makes 
a new enemy for you. Weeks after 
that derby I'm still grumbling about 
AH and his rude behavior, and you 
can bet I'll spell his name wrong if 
he ever accidently hooks a prize fish 
in a derby. Bank on it. He's history. 

Unfortunately, that wasn't the sort 
of memory I'd hoped to take home 
from the derby that day. One stupid 
jerk ruined my whole outing. 

Be polite out there. Share the lake.

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Game, set and match ~ 
Darts fun for everyone 


The traditional image of a British 
pub involves a few older gentlemen, 
dressed in tweed, playing a game of 
darts. But times have changed. 

Darts, the old and honorable game 
of skill, has crossed the Atlantic in a 
big way. Younger players, dressed 
in jeans and loose shirts, now fill the 
pubs to play darts. 

Darts has taken hold in American 
pubs, and American dart leagues are 
as common now as bowling leagues, 
only bigger, and growing. Literally 
thousands of players line up in front 
of dart boards every week in pubs 
on the North Shore. 

The Woburn area plays host to the 
North Suburban Dart Leage, made 
up of some, 18 teams playing in pubs 
and social halls from Wilmington to 
Woburn. North Suburban sees teams 
from such places as the Horseshoe 
Lounge in North Reading, the Burl- 
ington American Legion Post, the 
Crystal Community Club in Wake- 
field, the Wilmington Knights of 
Columbus, the Wilmington Amer- 
ican Legion Post, and Woburn's 
Irish-American Club. 


From Cape Cod to Gloucester, the 
Minuteman League is arguably the 
largest dart organization in the U.S., 
with over 1000 teams playing every 
week, with about 7,000 dart players. 
Minuteman league dart players are 
ranked by skill, from the easier "G" 
division to the heavy-hitters of the 
"Super A" division.

Darts is also good for business, as 
many older taverns are seeing new 
life as dart pubs. The average dart 
team is composed of seven players, 
but add a few spouses and spectators 
cheering for each team, and bigger 
pubs may hold up to five matches on 
a single night, turning darts into real 
business for taverns. Many pubs add 
extra help on Dart Night. 


Whose idea was this? 


According to legend, a group of 
British soldiers began the game we 
now call darts many centuries ago. 
The soldiers, so the story goes, had 
seta log on end and used it for spear 
practice. That old log is still visible 
today, in the rings and splits on a 
modem dartboard. The spears were 
made smaller to carry indoors, but 
some players today still call their 
darts their "spears" or "arrows." 

British custom calls for solid elm 
dart boards, but standard equipment 
today is the "bristle" board, made of 
paper-wrapped plugs of sisal fiber, 
compressed into a circular shape. A 
dart hole made in a bristle board 
quickly heals, as the fibers return to 
shape. 

One legacy left by the soldiers, is 
competition, Just as the troops must 
have tried hard to best their mates in 
throwing skill, dart players today do 
the very same thing. 


Who can play darts? 


Very simply, anyone can play at 
darts. The equipment is inexpensive 
for the most part, and will last a 
lifetime with little care. All that is 
needed is a dartboard, a toe line, a 
set of three darts, and a scoreboard. 
The pub is optional. 

Throwing a dart is simplicty itself. 
Just throw it and hit the correct spot 
on the board. Simple. But the act of 
throwing a dart is different from, 
say, throwing a baseball. 

A baseball requires muscle in the 
throw, for distance sake. Throwing 
a baseball involves every muscle and 
joint, from the toes to the fingertips, 
to achieve power. 

But throwing a dart requires no 
Strength -- just hair-splitting, dead- 
‘on accuracy. 

For this reason, a dart shooter will 
stand side-on to the board, with the 
throwing hand toward the board. A 
dart is thrown with a minimum of 
body movement, and the ideal is to 
keep the upper arm level, moving 
only from elbow to fingertip to toss 
the arrow. Feet are planted for solid 
support. Pinpoint accuracy is the all 
and everything in darts, and a knack 
at putting all three darts in an area 
the size of a postage stamp can spell 
the difference between a truly great

That means practice, practice and 
a bit more practice, until the stance 
becomes natural and accuracy grows 
into cold precision, 

Or as one sage once put it, after the 
first few thousand throws, you begin 
to develop accuracy. 

Much like golf, there is no excuse 
for a bad play in a darts game. A 
dart player always tries to play to his 
own potential, or at least to throw 
his darts better than his competitor. 


And, again like golf, the cost of a 
bad dart throw is intense, personal 
frustration. Dart players sometimes 
become furious at a bad throw, but 
there is nobody to blame but them- 
selves, 

Virtually anyone can throw a dart, 
and most dart teams are co-ed. Many 
former male chauvanists learned the 
hard way that some women are very

The promotion of literacy is a 
wonderful cause and no one likes 
to criticize a good cause. It seems 
so unsportsmanlike, so uncharita- 
ble. Unfortunately, this movic 
which so stresses education has 
about as much dramatic integrity 
as a public service campaign. 

Jane Fonda, who was much 
beleaguered by protesting 
Vietnam vets during the shooting 
of Connecticut locales, plays fac- 
tory worker Iris King. She's a 
recent widow trying to support 
two children, She also has her sis- 
ter (Swoozie Kurtz) and brother- 
in-law (James Sheridan) living 
with her. To show us how very 
bad things are at home, we are 

~ treated to a vile showdown in 
which Kurtz and her hubby 
scream about money before 
Sheridan hauls off and punches 
Kurtz right in the face. 

After this unpleasant scene, 
their characters seem to disappear. 
You have-to wonder why the 
domestic violence was even 
included. After all, we could tell 
by the run-down, messy house 
and Iris's obvious lack of time and 
money that life wasn't a wild rol- 
lick for her. 

Things pick up for Iris when 
she meets Stanley Cox, a good- 
hearted man who tries to help Iris 
recover her stolen purse. The two
